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JOHS EDVARD ROUTT : 

Contributed by Helen C. Marsh, Shelbyville, Tenn. 

History of Tennessee by Hale-Nerritt, 1913 Vol. VI p. 1697 

JOHN EDVARD. ROUTT. Standing among the members of the Lincoln County bar by reason 
of long and successful practice at Fayetteville, John “dward Routt needs no intro- 
duction to the legal profession. Connected in one capacity or another with some 
cases which have attracted state-wide attention, he has become a more or less 
familiar figure in the courts and everywhere he is acknowledged as a representa- 
tive of the best ethics of his honored calling. ir. Routt was born in Lincoln 
county, Tennessee, September 10, 1861, and is a son of John Martin and Tou J, 
(Kelso) Routt. 

‘Gllis Routt, the grandfather of John &. Routt, came to Lincoln County, 
Tennessee, in 1344 from Lexington, Kentucky. He had been twice married in his 
native state, but was a widower when he came to Tennessee, and was here married 
a third time, shortly thereafter going to Alabama, where he spent the closing years 
of his life. John Martin Routt was born in Lexington, Xentucky December 13, 1830, 
and was a lad when he accompanied his father to Lincoln County. Here he was edu- 
cated under Hal Dickerson, one of the most noted educators of his day, and read 
law, but owing to failing health was never admitted to the bar. He was engaged in 
farming and school teaching at the outbreak of the Civil Jar, and enlisted in 
Company E, Forty-fourth Regiment, "Tennessee Volunteer Infantry," in the Confeder- 
ate Army, and became orderly sergeant. At the Battle of Chickamauga, he was ser- 
iously wounded in the left hip, an injury which troubled him for life and necess- 
itated the use of crutches for some time. It was at that battle, three minutes 
before, that his brother was wounded in the same place. On returning home, Mr. 
Routt again engaged in farming, and in spite of the handicap of his injury be- 
came a well-to-do farmer. He was a constant and omnivourous reader, and althoug h 
he never read a work of fiction in his life, was known as one of the best-read 
men in Lincoln County. His political proclivities made him a Democrat, but he 
never desired to enter public life, his ambition being satisfied by his farm and 
his home. ‘ith his family , he attended the liethodist Episcopal Church, in the 
faith of which he died in January 1903. Iir. Routt was married in September, 1856 
to Miss Lou J. Kelso, who was born in Lincoln County in 1833 and she died in 1891, 
having been the mother of eight children, of whom six are living: ‘Jilliam Kelso, 
who is engaged in teaching school at Lexington, Kentucky; Richard Marion, who is a 
farmer of Lincoln County; John Mdvard; Ivella Kate, who became the wife of John 
J. Scott, and lives at Oregon, Tennessee; Dana; and ilaggie, who married Ur an 
Caughran, of Alabama, 

John Hdward Routt received his education in the common schools of Lincoln 
county and the Agricultural and ilechanical College of Lexington, Kentucky. 

In 1085, he was admitted to the Lincoln County bar, and at once began to prac- 
tice at Fayetteville, where he has continued to remain to the . present time. 
He was a large and representative law practice and his connection with a number 
of complicated cases of jurisprudence has given him an excellent reputation in 
his profession. He is a Democrat, but the honors of political life have never 
held any attraction for him. lir. Routt belongs to the ‘oodmen of the ‘orld and 
the Junior Order of the United American Mechanics. 

On September 10, 1890, iir. Routt was married Miss Imma Johnson, of Madi- 
son County, Alabama, daughter of !illiam T. Johnson, a farmer. One child has 
been born to this union: Lizzie.

JOZ J. ROACH. For the past ten years, he has been Clerk of the Tennessee Sup- 
reme Court of Griminal Appeals. lis record as an Official, has been character- 
ized by the fairness of performance, and obliging, courtesy to all who used his 
office, and he is one of the most popular in the State Capitol in ilashville. 

Hr. Roach represents a family which has long been identified with Tennessee. 
He, himself, was born on his father's farm in Lincoln County, Tennessee, on the 
15th of September, 1870. His parents were Benjamin Thurston and iancy Adelaid 
(iuna) Roach. The paternal grandfather was named John Roach, and his parents, 
who were Scotch-Irish, his mother bearing the maiden name of Thurston, early in 
the last century crossed the ocean to America, and settled in Tennessee. . 

Benjamin Thurston Roach, the father, was born in Lincoln County, Tenn., and 
when seventeen years of age enlisted in the Confederate Army, giving four years 
of hard service to the cause of the South. At the Battle of Franklin, he was 
wounded and carried the effects of that wound with him until death. After the 
war, he took up farming, and for many years was engaged in the quiet duties of 
farming in Lincoln County. It was his home until his death. llancy A. Roach, 
the mother, was born in iarshall County, Tennessee, and was a daughter of Jack- 
son and Nancy (Tanner) Luna, Her grandfather was a, surveyor by profession, 
and it was his distinction to have helped in the surveying of the first public 
road leading out of ilashville into liarshall County. 

Joe J. Roach, who was one of the two sons, and daughters comprising the 
family of his parents, was reared on a farm and secured his education in public 
schools. ‘Then after a short time spent in business, he prepared himself for 
a greater responsibility by taking a course in the Collegiate Institute at 
Fayetteville, where he was a student for three years. For a similar period he 
was engaged in teaching in his native county, and at the same time was diligently 
pursuing his studies in law. It was his ambition to become a lawyer, and to 
that end he was licensed to practice in 1597. 

However, about the same time that he was admitted to the bar, he had be= 
come so active in Democratic politics that his services were required in pub- 
lic affairs rather than in the duties of the practice as a lawyer. Therefore 
in. 1897 he took a place in the State Comptrollers' Office and remained for six 
years. His record in that Office called him to his next promotion, which 
came in 1893 (sic) when he vas appointed clerk of the Supreme Court, and by 
virtue of that position, also clerk of the State Court of Criminal Appeals. 

Kis term of office was for six years, and in 1909 he was reappointed as his own 
successor. He has been able to expedite the work of the Court, and has proved 
an accommodating official to all who have business.with the clerk's office. 

In 1894, lir. Roach married Iliss Victoria James of rayetteville, where her 
father C.C. James was a well known banker, but who has now been deceased for 
many years. ir. and lirs. Roach are the parents of one son, Joe Conley Roach, 
aged 14, Traternally, Mr. Roach is affiliated with the Knights of Pythias and 
with the Elks, and his Church is the Baptist.

lr. ‘Ihitaker's service has been one that could not be improved upon, and his 
fellow townspeople have showed their excellent judgement and business sagacity 
in retaining him in the office for thirty successive years. lir. Whitaker has 
made good use of his time in these years, and has been a constant student. 
After he entered upon his duties as city recorder he conceived the idea of prepar= 
ing himself for the legal profession, and in 1892 he was admitted to the bar, 
since which time he has carried on a more or less general practice, according to 
the nature of his official duties, - it being a precept of his nature to neglect 
not the duties of his office for his om private business. 

",N, Whitaker was born in CGyruston, Lincoln county, Tennessee, on October 
1, 1847, and is the son of Thomas J. and Mlizabeth R.(loore) whitaker, both of 
whom were born in Lincoln County, the former in 1823 and the latter in 1822. 


They died in the years 1897 and 1384 respectively. Thomas J. was the son of 


Renjamin Whitaker, who grew to manhood and passed his entire life in Lincoln 
County, devoting himself to the business of farming. He married Susan Wanslow, 
who borehim nine children, thomas J. being the second born. The founder of the 
Tennessee branch of the family, however, was John iIhitaker, who established his 
name in Lincoln County, which has since six generations of the house come and go 
within her borders. Thomas J. Whitaker, the second child of his father, Benjamin, 
grew to manhood in Lincoln County and received an excellent education for one of 
his time, finishing his training at Viney Grove Academy. He took up farming, 

like his father, and when the war broke out though past the age of service, 
became a member of Freeman's Battery in General Forrest's command. He served 

tut a short time, however, because of his age, and was honorably discharged 

from the service. He was well-to-do, and owed much land and slave property in 
lincoln County. He was a Whig tut a Democrat aftcr the var. For several years 
he served as justice of the peace for the Thirteenth District, and was an honored 
nember of the liethodist Church, South. His wife, however, vas a member of the 
Presbyterian Church. 

U.N. Uhitaker was the eldest of the six children born to his parents, 
of whom four are yet livnne. - He was educated in the Academy at Fayettvville, and 
like others of his name, turned his attention to agriculture. He did not con- 
tinue in the tusiness for more than a short time, but went into business of 
Merchantile, at Fayetteville, where he continued until 1805. In that year he 
was elected Justice of the Peace, and in 1338 became City Recorder of ‘ayette- 
ville. by election, both of which offices he has since continued to hold. : In 
1892, as has already mentioned, he was admitted to the bar, and he has since 
conducted a practice in Fayetteville, in so far as his regular ofiicial duties 
have permitted attention to other interests. He has given faithful service 
in his long continued office, and is regarded as one of the most cometent and 
efficient officials the city has ever known. 

In 1877, ile. Whitaker vas married to iliss America Jean Holman, the daughter 
of Willis Holman, of Lincoln County. Five children were born to them, of which 
number four are living, and being named as follows: ‘illis N., a pharmacist 
at Fayetteville; Thomas H., assistant cashier of the Chesapeake é Potomac Tele- 
phone Company, in Vashington, D.C; Annie R., and ‘illiam Newton, Jr., a law 
student in Fayetteville. i 

Mr. Vhitaker is a Democrat, as becoming to one of his family, and he is a 
member of the Ilissionary Baptist Church, of which his wife is also a member, 
and in which she has an active part in many departments of work. Ii. Whitaker 
is a member of the Knights of Pythias, Chevalier Lodge Wo. 22, of Fayetteville, 
tut has no fraternal relations beyond that order. The family is one that 


occupies a leading place in Fayetteville, and is foremost in the social activities 


of the place, where the House of “hitaker has been known for a number of gener- 
ations, and where it has always shared in the esteem of the best people of the 
district.
